The First Guards Artillery Corps, formerly in the Magdeburg-Wittenbergs area, 
moved to the Potsdan-Nerder area in early December 1946. Local sources astinate 
thet approximately 6,000 pieces of artillery of various calibere, sone of thom 
German types, are parked in the lecal woods. This corps is alleged to have sone 
anti-tank brigades attached to it, equipped with German 38ma, self-propelled AT 
guns and 76.2mn guns, The muzzle brakes of the 76.2mm guns ere reported to be 
of naw design.

a, The new barracks installation in Burg suffered a reduction, in mid-December, 
from 4,000 to 700 man. The 700 troops still on hand are said to range in age 
from eighteen to twenty-five. On 18 December 1946, sixty T=35 tanks arrived _ 
frou Erfurt without personnel; these were followed by another trainload (thirty- 
eight cars) of T-35's on 21 December 1946. 


b. According to an early January 1947 report, an armored unit stationed in Burg 
was scheduled for transfer in the near future to Biederits (Y-70). It is 
believed thet the letter town is to become a divisional headquarters,
